Prominent Banker and financier, of 


Thorpe, Killed in Auto Accident. 


Moseman D. Garrison, cashier ot the 


Peoples' State Bank of Thorpe, a. busi- 
ness man of prominence in that city 
and well known among many in Gram 
'Rapids, was 
fatally 
Injured in ,an 


automobile accident which occurrec 
near Withee, Monday night. He diec 
at 2:30 o'clock yesterday morning. A 
party consisting of James Connor, Wil- 
liam Shock, Joseph Klanda, liixon 
Meade, and Mr. Garrison were travel- 
ing in ftarrison's touring .car on the 
road between Withee and Thorpe. The 
machine was running at a fairly high 
speed with the brake evidently set, 
when the car suddenly turned over. 
The other members of the party were 
injured, but will recover. 


The deceased was 31 years of age, 


and was a nephew of the late Frank 
Garrison, and son of L, O. Garrison 
who was buried in this city only a few 
months ago.

Packing Plant Enlarges. 


The Holland Packing company Is 


constructing a new 40x110 foot, two 
story addition on the west side of £heir 
plant, the new building to be used 
mainly for hog killing.and storage. The 
structure will have a stone foundation, 
brick walls, reinforced concrete floors, 
pillars and alleys, and two inch cork 
covering for the walls and ceilings. The 
cork covering, together with the ab- 
sence ol any wood-work, renders the 
building absolutely fire-proof. 


The foundation stone is being fur- 


nished by Chas. Margeson, brick wll 
ue supplied'by the Grand Rapids Brick 
company, the steel re-inforcements for 
the concrete walls will be obtained 
from the Illinois Steel o., and the John 
Manville company of Milwaukee will 
supply the cork* covering. 


The foundation is already nearly 


complete, and it is estimated that the 
whole addition will be ready for use 
about the middle of November. This 
enlargement, which has been approved 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry, will 
cost somewhere around $10,000. 


Since the construction of the pack- 


ing plant five years ago, new and up- 
to-date improvements have been made 
practically every year, the latest one 
being the installation of a large boil- 
er. 
While five years ago there was 


only one salesman in the field, that 
•number has now been increased to five 
to meet the demands of the growing 
business. Orders are placed largely in 
his state and in Minnesota, and a great 
portion of the live stock is shipped in 
from within a raidius of eighty miles.

There are a number of very pecu- 


liar things about a nervous break- 
down. 
For one thing the victim is 


usually very proud of it and his friends 
and relatives are rather ashamed of it. 
The latter are more nearly correct 
than the former. 


There are two great fundamental 


causes, first, weak nervous apparatus; 
second, overstrain. 
Few victims, of 


course, would care to confess or boast 
of a structural weakness. They attrib- 
ute their breaking down to overstrain. 
There is something 
rather 
heroic 


sounding about "overwork" and "over- 
strain" which appeals to the love of 
sympathy which is in all of us. There 
is an important sound too. 


Even when due to overwork, how- 


ever, there is nothing to be proud of, 
for it's a poor engineer who crowds 
more work upon a mechanism than it's 
built for, or calculated to stand. If 
the public, and particularly the indi- 
viduals who are susceptible, will come 
to see "nerves" in the true light, there 
will be less nervousness, for "the great 
American disease" will lose much of 
its glitter and glamour. 


Frequently the condition is due to 


bad living, to overindulgence in food 
and even in recreation. 
There isn't 


likely to be so much talk about "my 
poor nerves" amongst the poor and 
hard working classes as there is a- 
mongst people who find 
themselves 


,'ith more time upon their hands than 
they know what to ilo with. 


The cure and prevention consist in 


busying oneself physically and men- 
tally—taking up some work or play 
so industrially that there won't be time 
or inclination to think of oneself.

Nightmare Law. 


The effect of a man's declaration*

"It is the voluntary statements oC

432, it Is saJd: 'Words al 
tered by the accused while asleep ure 
not competent evidence againut him,

1S63, Cicneral Bragg moved the army of Tennes- 
see to Chattanooga. 
General Rosecrans. about 


the first of August, began moving the army of 
thfl Cumberland to the western slopes of the 
Cumberland mountains with the 
Inte.ntion of 


throwing his forces acrosn the Lookout range 
into the Chattanooga territory. 


General lloaecrrina had established headquar- 


ters at Winchester, Tenn., for the purpose of di- 
recting these military operations against Chatta- 
nooga, His left corps, under Crittendeu, was at 
McMinnville, about fifty miles norUi of Winches- 
ter, but the same distance from the western 
base of the Cumberlands. The center of his line 
was at Decherd, under Gen. George H. Thomas, 
who was destined to gloril'y his name at Snod- 
grass Hill. McCook, commanding the 20th corps, 
was at Winchester 
with 
Rosecrans. 
Minty'a 


cavalry was to the left of Crlttenden. E. M. Mc- 
Cook's division of Mitchell's cavalry corps was on 
the right of the 20th corps. General Sheridan's 
division early in the month of August was ad- 
vanced to Bridgeport and Stevenson. Ala., on the 
Tennessee river. 


Thomas and McCook were sent through the 


mountains many miles south of Chattanooga, 
striking the valley about forty miles south of 
that city. Crlttenden was dispatched to tho vi- 
cinity of Chattanooga, the purpose being to en- 
gage the attention of Bnigt; until Thomas and 
McCook could cross the mountains and place 
their corps between Chattanooga and the Con- 
federate base of supplies to the south. 


General Bragg, however, -was not to be 


caught In such a trap. On the night of Septem- 
ber 7 and morning of September 8 he quietly 
evacuated Chattanooga, marching south to In- 
tercept Thomas and McCook, as they came down 
from the mottctalna into the valley south of 
Chickamanga.

could tell would turn into sickly romance the beet 
pages of heroic history. 
The struggle tor pos- 


session of this now historic highway was no loss 
heroic and deadly than the numerous assaults and 
repulses at. Snodgrass Hill. The flame of battle 
swept the forest on each side of the road with «. 
fury that no pen can de-scribe. 


Practically all of the first day of the battle of 


Chickamaaga was a contest, for tho possession of 
1-afayette road. 
The sun went, down and dark- 


ness enveloped the field, leaving the mighty hosts 
still contending for the highway. 
The Confed- 


erates had been driving west all day in an effort 
to break the Union lines and Lafayette, road be- 
came the "bloody lane" of Chickamauga. 


The blood of the two armies still flowed when 


night threw its shadows over the field. Neither 
had been victorious. No more indescribably op- 
pressive spectacle can well be imagined than 
night brought to the two artnie,«. They were so 
close together than the groans of the wounded 
and dying ot both armies could be plainly heard. 
The field was strewn with the unburled dead. 


By the close of tha first day's fighting the Con- 


federate^ had become the aggressors. Their pur- 
pose was plainly apparent, to break across La- 
fayette road and pierce the Union lines, cutting 
the army in two sections, hopelessly dividing it. 
and annihilating e.aeh section in detail. 


Not until church bells in Chattanooga ww« 


calling the people to divine worship did the roar 
of battle again resound throughout the plain. 
But it came with a more deadly roar than any 
which had swept through the forest on Saturday. 
The Union forces were steadily driven back from 
Lafayette road, but doggedly held the.lr position 
In Dyer and Kelley fields against every assault, 
inflicting heavy damage on the Confederate col- 
umns. Through a jumbling of field orders, the 
Kelley field line of the tjnion forces was weak- 
ened, 
and 
Longstre.ot 
drove three 
divisions 


against the weakened point. It was the opportu- 
nity that had been the hope of the Confederat.es 
all day. Roseeranfi, Crittendeu and McGook were 
caught in the break, separated from Thomas' 
wing and retired to Chattanooga. 


It is not surprising that the break in the lines 


and departure of Rosec.rans for Chattanooga .dis- 
heartened the. Union forces and inspirted the Con- 
federates. 
However, the Confederate* had a 


great commander to contend with in the person 
of G«n. George H. Thomas, now the "Rock of 
Chickamauga." 
As the roar ot battle swept 


through Kelley field, it seemed that the Union 
forces were doomed. Snodgrass Hill rises some 
three hundred feet high immediately west of Kel- 
ley field. Its eastern side is precipitous and in 
some places rough. 


General Thomas rallied his men on Snodgrass 


Hill, and here occurred the heaviest fighting of 
the entire engagement. 


The best regiments of th« southern armies 


were sent agaipst Thomas at Snodgrass Hill, to 
be shot to pieces on the very breastworks of the 
enemy. Some of 1he Confederate regiments lost 
as high as TO per cent, of their men In their at- 
tempts to dislodge Thomas, while the Union 
regiments suffered utmost as heavily. The Hhonts 
of the living, mingled with the groans of the 
dying and wails of the wounded, .made Snodgrase 
Hill a veritable inferno of death. 


Not long ago 1 stood on horseshoe summit, the 


crater of Snodgrass 11)11. 
As far as the ey« 


could reach along the cre.sl: of the ridge 1 saw 
handsome monuments of -marble and 
bronze, 


tributes of a grateful people to the valor of their 
sons. But these memorials, emblazoned with the 
deeds of the living .and (he dead, cawed into 
them by the chisel of an artist, did not impress 
me so profoundly ;is what I saw through the gray 
mists of fifty years. 
I allowed my mind to go 


back, and I saw as heroic u display of human 
courage as the world ever witnessed. The roar 


or battle swept through Kelley field. Then there 
camo one ot those mysterious and unexpected 
lulls in the storm, but, it was merely gathering 
force for the climax of a hurricane thut had 
raged in the forest along Cbjckanmuga creek for 
t.wo days. It was soon to break again, and its 
lightnings were next to flash around horse.shoe 
summit, where I wan standing. 
1 saw the ad- 


vancing Confederate legions sweeping all beloro 
them across the open plain in my front. 
Long- 


street had driven his brigades through the Union 
lines and swept the right wing ot nosecrans1 


army from the Beld in wild disorder. Wheeling 
his forces he started for Thomas in command of 
the left'wing! If Thomas could-be routed, a vic- 
tory for Confederate arms was assured 
that 


would shake the nation to its foundations. ».xt 
1 beheld the brave General Uranium rallying the 
remnants of a halt dozen brigades on Snodgrass 
Hill. General Thomas was marshalling his shat- 
tered forces for a resistance that placed his name 
high in tho esteem of the nation. 


Before 1 could grasp the manning of the whirl 


and Uie rush of the regiments, Snodgrass Hill 
bad been converted Into a citadel of defense from 
which the thunderbolts fit iron could be hurled 
against the advancing foe. 1 looked again and I 
saw Umgstrcefu Confederates scaling the side 
of the hill with majestic tread. 
Then T saw a 


sheet of flame burst from the Union lines on the 
crest of the hill, full in tlw) faces of t.hf;,.advai!cinB 
(.'.onfedoral.es. 
No troops could stand in that, 


storm of load. They halted, dazed and deadened 
by the awful carnage. 
Their lines gave way, 


only to be re-formed at the foot, of the ridge for 
another charge. 
I saw the Hags of Mississippi, 


Alabama and O.orKia, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, and the lone star of Texan (lashing de- 
liance a.t. the foe un the summit of the hill. An- 
other charge into the face, of a deadly volley and 
another retreat to the foot of the ridge! 
Will 


they never desist in their mad attempt to scalo 
the ridge.? Now. 1 saw some of the. Confederate! 
standards on the ere.st of the, hill, and men in 
hand-to-band eombut. 
They piled the dead in 


the trenches and fought, over their bodies. But. 
again f taw Gordon, Granger and Stcedman come 
to the relief of the. Union defenders with fresh 
troops, and the Confederates were hurled, maim- 
ed and shattered, from the vantage point they 
had gained by superhuman effort, and undaunted 
courage. The side of the ridge was strewn with 
the dead and wounded. Bursting, shells had ig- 
nited the dry leaves of the forext and bodies we.re 
scorched und blackened 
by flame and smoke. 


At last, as the sun was sinking behind Lookout 
Mountain, throwing dark and spectral shadows 
ucroM the plain upon which one of the greatest 
tragedies of modern or ancient warfare had just: 
been enacted. Genera) Thomas withdrew his 
forces under orders trom Snodgrass Hill, leaving 
the bloody field of Chickamauga !u possession of 
the battered but shouting Confederate legion ft 
after two days of fighting Unit has iie,ver been 
excelled in the history of wars.
